The Legislature of 1872, by joint resolution, mede, it 
obligatory on this Commission to either select ‘block No. 
(84) eighty-four, or make it part of the Capitol grounds, 


: and that the question must be settled before the erection 


of the State House:was ‘commenced. -ln conformity with 
this instruction, the Board. directed Mr, John F. Miller, 
‘President, to communicate with the City Council of Salem, 
or any other interested parties, and endeavor to procure a 
vacation of the street immediatel ly west of the said block 
No. 84 ; also to get a relinquishment- from the city - of the 
Wilson Avenue, for building purposes. After considerable 
effort, on the part of the Commissioners, it’ was discovered 


that the Wilson heirs would have. to be consulted in the 
matter, and that too much time would be consumed before 


any ‘conclusion could be arr rived at; hence. the Board 
definitely settled the question, on the 13th day of May, by 
‘adopting the original Capitol block No, 84, as the building 
site for the new State House. 

On the 18th of May the Board made vegies op Wri 
Watkinds, Ta 3 Superintendent of the Pemtontiary of the 
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State. of Oregon, for all of the available working force of 
said institution, which was duly furnished and-the excava- 
tion for foundation commenced: May 17, 1813.

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| We paid for: masons, $4, $5 and 36 per day; PN. 
4; mortar-mixers and hod-earriers $3, and laborers $2 50 
per day. Iu1878 we paid the uniform price of $5 per day 
for masons. . This is one dollar less than that class, of labor: 
commands in this State, consequently . we could not get-.as e 
many first-class- workmeri as necessary. The brick’ work 
on thé principal story was also of a more complicated 
character than the work on basement ; ; and; in order to. 
procure .as many first-class masons as needed, we were 
compelled to pay, the raling rates of, the country. . We. 
graded this Tabor into three classes, paying $4, 85 and. $6 
per day. This proved the most economical plan, and we . 
feel- no hesitancy in saying that it resulted iu an actual 
gain to the' ‘State, inasmuch as we eould command the 
best workmen of the country, bésides as wany as wanted. 
Under this rule there was more work done for the money 
than under the old plan where there was no distinction 
made. Every man who did not work up to first-class pay 
received what he earned and no more.

The Commissioners have no hesitation in saying that all . 
purchases made, and contracts let, have been at the lowest 
cash prices—as low, if'not under, those paid by private : 
parties; also, that the work has. progressed" as rapidly as ' 
circumstances would admit of, and has been done in a 
substantial and thorouga manner. No portion of the 
building has been slighted; where complete thoroughness 
did not prevail, the defective part was removed and sup- ` 


. plied with the required quality. Happily, but few occa- ` 


sins for changing work oceurred, and those of small moment, 
which, considering the magnitude of the Work and the 


' numberless details requisite, is sufficient proofof the atten- ` 


` tion given it by the Commissioners, as well as the architect 
and foreman. g 


It has been the constant aim of the Commissioners that 
the building should nót only be an ornament; thét the 
walls and iron‘finish should be solid and substantial, caleu- ..
